M. de Witte’s idea 
was tocreatea splendid city as the terminus 
of that branch of the Siberi:n railway, which is 
called the Chinese Eastern Line. 

The railway was to issue pon a harbour, 
open at all seasons, and capable of containing 
‘all the merchant vessels that would bring 
goods to Siberia from Japan, America, or 
Europe, and take Russian and Chinese exports 
away. It was to be the rival of Hongkong and 
Shanghai, nor was there any other place north 
of those ports that could compare with Dalay 
for future advantages. Even Newchwang is 
ice-bound for four months in winter, and it 
could never hope for such independence in the 
matters of railway and position. 

A CITY ‘OF SILENCE, 

Accordingly, thé creation of the city terminus 
began, 1t was called Dalpy, or "Far Away,” 
and the intention was ta.make it areal city of 
the future. Splendid streets ani boulevards 
were laid out, public parks were designed and 
planted, an elaborate system of sewage and 
water supply was instituted. Two dry docks
